This letter acknowledges receipt of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Department of Homeland Security (DHS), dated July 15, 2011 in which you are seeking:

FOIA regulations at 6 C.F.R. § 5.9. Your envelope and letter should be marked "FOIA Appeal."
